REPORT OF POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the taxpayers of Winchester, I 
herewith submit my report from January 1, 1975 to December 31, 1975. 

A few years ago, a national law enforcement agency predicted that the year 1976 
would be a banner year for major crimes. This past year, we have been in- 
vestigating one of the most vicious crimes committed in the Town’s history — the 
crime of Homicide. We have also seen an increase in other major crimes, in our 
community as well as in surrounding towns and throughout our State. 

Our town is the largest in Cheshire County and we patrol a total of 123 miles of 
highway. This means that many homes, including some heavily populated areas, 
are located far from the nucleus of town, i.e., lower Ashuelot and the Barber 
District. 

Your police department is serving you and protecting you as best as we know 
possible. However, we must ask that all persons cooperate by not hesitating to 
‘‘become involved’’ if they have been witness to an unlawful or suspicious hap- 
pening. We could expand our police department and place an officer on every 
corner and highway in our town, but unless the citizens cooperate, we cannot 
successfully combat crime.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT FOR 1975 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all the taxpayers and town officers for the 
cooperation they have given this board to make Winchester a better town. 
Selectmen have their regular business meetings every Thursday except if a 
Holiday falls on Thursday. The hours are from 7 p.m. to9 p.m. If it is not con- 
venient for you to come in on a Thursday evening, you may call the Selectmen’s 
Office, Monday through Friday 9:00 a.m. to Noon (239-4951). Arrangements will be 
made for you to meet with the Selectmen another time. 

We again call your attention to the numerous forms available in the Selectmen’s 
Office to be used by the taxpayers for proper taxation. The only form that is mailed 
out is the Inventory of Taxable Property, all other forms must be obtained at the 
Selectmen’s Office. The law states that an inventory form must be filled in, signed 
and returned to the Selectmen’s Office before April 15th. If an inventory is not filed 
there is no legal basis for the Board of Taxation or the Court to consider an ap- 
plication for abatement. 


VETERAN’S EXEMPTION 


Permanent applications are available in the Selectmen’s Office. We call your 
attention that if a person eligible for exemption changes his domicile or a veteran’s 
wife becomes a widow during the year, a new permanent application must be filed 
with the assessing officials. 


EXEMPTIONS FOR CERTAIN ELDERLY PEOPLE (C.E.P.) 


These forms are for person 68 years of age or over who qualify for reduction in the 
tax bill. These forms must be completed and in the Selectmen’s Office on or before 
April 15, 1976. This form must be filed every year. If there is no completed form on 
file we cannot grant the Elderly Exemption. 


INTENT TO CUT TIMBER 


Every owner including state, county or municipality or public agency shall prior to 
each cutting operation file with the Selectmen’s Office a notice of intent to cut. 


ASSESSMENT OF OPEN SPACE 


No owner of land shall be entitled to have a particular parcel of his land classified 
for any tax year under the provisions of this Chapter unless he shall have applied to 
the assessing officials on the form approved by the Board and provided by the Tax 
Commission. 


PERMITS 


Any person, firm, corporation, municipality, public agency or institution desiring 
to operate, maintain, offer for rent, lease or tenancy a site, lot field, tract of ground 
for location of any new building, trailer park, trailers or mobile homes or other 
similar conveyance, or place of abode for shelter shall obtain a written operating 
permit from the Board of Selectmen. Where applicable, it would be necessary to 
have received and to show proof of having received approval for construction 
granted by the New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission 
for the construction of any septic tank system before a building permit or permit to 
park a trailer or mobile home shall be issued. 
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HOUSE TRAILERS 


Whenever a person moves a house trailer or mobile home into a city or town for the 
purpose of establishing a residence in said city or town, or whenever a person 
purchases an existing house trailer or mobile home with the intent of residing in 
the same at the existing location, he shall within fifteen (15) days of the placement 
of the trailer or mobile home or within fifteen (15) days of the purchase of same 
register with the Assessors of the city or the Selectmen of the town where he shall 
reside. Whoever fails to comply with the provisions of this section, shall be guilty of 
violation 72:7B (1973:152)

AMBULANCE REPORT — 1975 


The Winchester Ambulance Department made 157 runs this year, broken down 
as follows:

The Department has entered into an informal agreement with the other am- 
bulance operators in the Cheshire County area for an automatic back up for our. 
town in case of disaster or multiple calls at the same time. This agreement was 
worked out by the Cheshire County Emergency Medical Services District with the 
help of Southwestern New Hampshire Fire Mutual Aid System. 

The Department has 14 licensed attendants, 10 who are trained as Emergency 
Medical Technicians, and 4 who American Red Cross trained. 

Two ambulances are licensed and available for use in the Town of Winchester. 
The Superior model 61 was purchased new in 1972, and is a high headroom, extra 
wide van type unit. The Pontiac was purchased in 1965 and has been maintained as 
a second back up unit for standby and long distance runs. 

Once again the attendants raised money to purchase equipment. Contributions 
have also been made to the Department for the same purpose. 

A charge is made for the use of the ambulance. It is felt that the persons using 
the ambulance should bear the larger portion of the Ambulance Department ex- 


pense.

There were eighteen children who received vaccine at the Immunization Clinics. 
Services of the Physical Therapists have been utilized by five patients during the 
year. The Home Maker Home Health Aide Program has supplied an aide to four 
patients through the cooperation of the Keene Visiting Nurse Association (the 
parent organization) and by the orders of a physician. The Blood Pressure Clinic 
held in West Swanzey on April 17 showed an attendance of 29 persons. A recheck 
was held on April 21 on the individuals who showed an elevated blood pressure.

Administration from Concord, who have reviewed records and activities of the 
agency. 

The nursing case load has shown a busy year. Necessary visits were made on 
weekends and holidays in several instances. Also there were two visits a day made 
to patients who required extra nursing care under the orders of a physician.

In planning our souvenirs, your keepsakes for tomorrow, we have chosen many 
of our lovely landmarks to grace these items — the medallion with the Town Hall 
and the Ashuelot Covered Bridge, the matches and keychain with the Coombs 
Covered bridge and a Forest Lake scene, and others that will be forthcoming in 
1976. Many post cards of our two covered bridges have been sold and the auto tags 
with the Bicentennial insignia and ‘‘Winchester USA 76” were popular times. The 
small wooden lock-corner boxes made by the New England Box Co. prior to 1935 
are going on sale in February.

Curriculum 


The major curriculum change for the 1975-76 school year was the adoption of a 
new mathematics program in Kindergarten through the 6th grade. This program 
provides the students with a complete continuous mathematics program 
throughout the elementary grades. The program’s emphasis is on the basics of 
elementary school arithmetic. 

Federal funds have enabled us to establish a pre-first grade class for those 
children who need extra time in which to mature before entering a first grade 
program. Children are selected for this program form the results of a battery of 
readiness tests given during the kindergarten year and upon the recommendation 
of the kindergarten teacher. Upon completion of the pre-first grade, the children 
are placed in a first grade class the following year. 

Reading continues to be our main thrust of concentration. Mrs. Kelly is con- 
tinually working with the classroom teachers to enable the children to have the 
best reading program possible. 

Mrs. Kelly is also in charge of the Right to Read Program in Winchester. 

I have implemented a five year schedule for the review of subject areas. Two 
committees have been organized and are currently working on future program 
revisions in Social Studies and in English. 

The reading program and mathematics program studies have been completed. 
In the fall of 1976 we will have a new social studies program, followed by a revised 
English Program in 1977. 


Volunteer Program 


The School Volunteer Program has been reorganized this year. Volunteers will 
be used in the two resource areas as well as assisting Mrs. Kelly and Mrs. Foster. 
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The program is going to operate under school board policy and with the 
guidelines from the State Volunteer Program. Mrs. Connie Smith is the coor- 
dinator, and should be contacted by any persons interested in the Volunteer 
Program. 


Maintenance 

A strong effort is being maintained by the school custodians to keep the building 
clean and in good repair. I have organized a five year rotating summer schedule 
for painting the various sections of the building. Last summer new drains were put 
in at the front of the building to correct a drainage problem. This work was done 
through the cooperation of the Town Highway Department. 

Carpets were replaced in the kindergarten and resource areas. All halls and 
resource areas were painted. 


Special Services 


The school continued to have the services of Dr. F. Howard Buss. We have 
retained the team approach to psychological services that usually begins with 
either a teacher, or principal referral. Pupil discussion and parent conferences are 
held on Tuesday afternoons throughout the school year. 

Miss Debra Plotkin is the speech therapist this year. She comes on Tuesday 
mornings and Thursday afternoons. Presently Miss Plotkin is working with 23 
students. 

Winchester is indeed fortunate to be able to provide these services to children 
and parents. 


Health Services 

Mrs. Colette Schwartz, R.N. is our school nurse. She conducts hearing and eye 
examinations each year to the students in grades 2-4-6, and others if needed. She 
also schedules school children for the immunization clinics held at the Community 
Center. Mrs. Schwartz is also responsible for overall health care of students during 
school hours. 


Dental Program 


The Dental Health Program services continue to improve in the Winchester 
Elementary and High Schools. This past fall, Mrs. Jean Dyer, Hygienist, treated 
268 Elementary pupils and 51 High School students. A dry brushing program was 
initiated in 15 classrooms at the Elementary School on a teacher volunteer basis. 
Brushes were given to each child to use after eating their noon meal during the 
school year. The program was conducted through the State Dental Health 
Department and Dr. White of Winchester. 


Conclusion 
There are many people who are helping to make your school one of the finest in 
the area. The staff is one of the best, the hot lunch program is outstanding and the 
P.T.S.A. an active contributor.

The Winchester Gymnasium is also used for evening 
adult and children weekend recreation programs, intramural athletic contests, 
school assemblies, sock hops, plays, pep rallies, band and chorus concerts and 
interscholastic basketball games. The 1976 School District meeting also will be 
held in the new gymnasium. 

In addition to the physical education courses, new programs for the 1975-76 
school year include girls junior high field hockey and basketball, boys and girls 
tennis, junior high art, a course in bicentennial America and Drama II workshop.

Stanford Achievement Tests 

During November, 1975, the Stanford Achievement Tests were given to grades 7, 
8 and 9. Thes test results showed both the 7th and 8th grades were below national 
averages in reading. The 7th grade also tested below national averages in 
mathematics while the 8th grade tested on national norms in this subject area. The 
9th grade tested on national averages in both math and reading. The remaining 
grades were administered only I.Q. tests this past year. On the positive side, the 
8th grade class gained more than a year’s growth in reading and an impressive1!4 
year’s growth in the mathematics over their 1974 test scores. 


The Future 


The Cheshire Vocational Technical School in Keene will open its doors in Sep- 
tember, 1976. About 60 juniors and seniors from Thayer have tentatively enrolled. 
This school will be able to offer our students a wide range of vocational training 
programs which are not available in Winchester. Those students electing courses 
at the voc-tech school will be in Keene two class periods a day. The remaining time 
will be spent in regular classes at Thayer. 

During October, 1976, the New England Association of Schools and Colleges will 
evaluate Thayer High School to determine if accreditation will be renewed for the 
next 10 years. Finally, efforts are also continuing to uplift the basic skills in 
reading and mathematics of all students through budgeting materials, teacher 
training, and course offerings.

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WINCHESTER SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The governance of our schools has been increasingly complex. While our 
local school board retains its responsibility for governing our schools, its freedom 
to act has become increasingly limited by state statutes and regulations, by the 
courts, and in some places, by employee organizations. In addition, a mobile, 
pluralistic society tends to place temporary and divergent demands upon its 
schools. 

While the broad involvement of citizens in local government has always been 
considered vital to the democratic process, it is complicated by a community with 
a variety of expectations. Pressures to provide improved educational services 
conflict with pressures for ‘‘holding the line’ on spending. As counteracting forces 
grow the burden of responding to the demands can exhaust the school system and 
it is forced to focus upon immediate issues rather than upon more essential long 
term matters. An element of instability and dissatisfaction can appear under these 
conditions. 

A new approach to the entire situation is needed. Public agreement about the 
purpose of local elementary and secondary education should be sought. The many 
viewpoints expressed about the objectives and priorities of the schools must be 
reconciled to provide common ground for school action. Gaining agreement on 
educational goals and objectives is nosimple task because public opinion 
regarding education usually lacks explicitness, leaving the schools unable to 
define the public’s intent. Nevertheless, common ground must be pursued. 
Community participation should be refocused so that the larger issues of purpose 
and priority replace attention to individual problems and immediate crises. The 
lack of a common purpose is a cause of these problems and crises. Therefore, 
determining with the community the major directions to pursue is critical to the 
success of our schools. 

As a result of State Board of Education regulations adopted in June, 1971, each 
Supervisory Union or local school district was required to develop a Master Plan 
for staff development of all educational personnel by July 1, 1975. A Committee 
consisting of teachers, administrators, school board members, parents, and 
students surveyed local needs and prepared a Master Plan for our community 
which has been approved by the State Board of Education as well as our local 
school board. Major educational goals were established for the districts in our 
Supervisory Union using information obtained from the needs assessment sur- 
veys. This was done in conjunction with a review of district philosophies and ob- 
jectives. The following four major educational goals were established: 


1. Assist each child to develop according to his or her ability and at his or her. 
rate of speed. 

a.) The basic communication skills of reading, writing, listening, speaking and 
b.) The fundamental computational skills. 

2. Assist each child to develop an awareness of the world of work, to develop the 
decision-making skills necessary for appropriate career planning, and to 
provide opportunities through courses and experiences for vocational training. 

3. To provide a school environment and learning experiences that will enhance 
each child’s self-image. 

4. To individualize instruction and provide successful learning experiences 
according to each child’s ability, aptitude, and interest. 


A listing of comprehensive goals can provide a starting point. However, we must 
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probe beyond general statements toward definitions of purpose and priority that 
are sufficiently explicit to be acted upon. Schools can be effective when priorities 
are clear. With leadership from the school it is hoped that a broad effort can be 
initiated to determine public intent and then follow it. If the school and the com- 
munity make this commitment, an educational program focused upon the needs of 
people collectively, as well as individually, will follow.
